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Students learned that math wasn’t just 
about solving problems. Adena Dudney said 
that in Algebra I they learned some social skills 
as well as solving equations. “Sometimes we 
work in groups, and although sometimes I can 
get the work done better on my own, I think 
working with groups also helps with social stuff, 
” said Dudney. Above solving for x and y, 
students found different uses for math class.
